The examiner explained that although the 
references showed some form of a spring created by a portion of an overcap, none of the references taught that the 
spring interacted with an inward facing portion of the valve plate. The applicant's representative discussed adding the 
limitation with the applicant and approved an examiner's amendment to place the application in condition for 
allowance .
